“Inasmuch as wnion labor 
has among its chief purposes 
the general improvement of 
working conditions, involving 
wages and hours, also the en- 
tire elimination of sweat shops; 
and in addition to these and 
other worthwhile objectives, 
they have recommended the en- 
actment and enforcement of 
the provisions included in the 
child labor laws, it is fitting 
that attention and considera- 
tion be given to the values 
which are derived from cooper- 
ative and affiliated labor or- 
ganizations.” 

The action follows similar an- 
nouncement from Mayor Rossi, 
who recently selected a_ citizens’ 
committee to cooperate in the suc- 
cess of the exhibition, greatest of 
its kind in western labor history. 

Tickets to the show, which will 
open next Thursday night, will be 
free. They are being distributed 
through local merchants and par- 
ticipating unions. 

The list of attractions for the 
exhibition continues to grow. Aside 
from the entertainment program 
which will feature “surprise” movie 
stars, outstanding displays will in- 
clude; 


A complete restaurant, hotel 
and barroom; and all-glass store 
front; booths of meat, fish and 
poultry, with members of the 
butchers’ union explaining cuts 
and cooking needs,

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CANNERY WORKERS 
CONCLUDE WAGE 
AGREEMENT 


The same, wage rates for fruit 
and vegetable cannery workers in 


so-called rural districts as those in| 


metropolitan areas was agreed on 
at negotiations between the Cali- 
fornia State Federation of Labor 
and the California Processors & 
Growers’ association in Oakland 
during the past week. 

When the master agreement cov- 
ering 60,000 northern and central 
California cannery workers was 
reached a week previous a stipu 
lation was made at the request of 
the operators for a hearing on the 
question of a differential in wages 


for workers in so-called rural! 
plants. 
Operators of canneries in a 


group of rural districts sought a 
5-cent an hour lower wage rate 
than that agreed to for canneries 
in the metropolitan areas of San 
Francisco, Oakland, San Jose, Sac 
ramento and Stockton and 
rounding territories on the grounds 
that the cost of living in rural 
areas was lower and certain oper- 
ating costs higher. 

Negotiating committees for both 
sides met and discussed the matter 
fully. The operators were asked { 
retire and the union commitice 
representing the 12 unions affected 
by the master agreement, voted 
against any differential on the 
grounds that it would destroy t! 
wage structure in metropolitan 
areas, and perhaps result in 
duction now being handled in met 
ropolitan plants being transferred 
to rural plants. 

Edward D. Vandeleur, secretary 
of the California State Federation 
of Labor, who conducted the nego 
tiations for the unions, repo 1 
the vote to the processors I 
growers, who accepted the decision 
without further argument. 

This victory, together wit the 
winning of Sundays off, limited 
hours, and the seniority set-up are 
highlights of the new agreement, 
which became fully effective May 
1. The negotiating committees met 
in Oakland, Monday, May 2, to iron 
out the language of the agreement 
for final submission to the workers.

Haggerty, president of the Cali- 
fornia Federation of Labor. 

In letters to all federation vice- 
presidents and central labor coun- 
ceils, the president termed the 
measure “the most drastic ever 
conceived for the purpose of de- 
stroying A. F. of L. unions.” 

He recommended immediate ap- 
pointment of district committees 
to attempt to discourage signing of 
the initiative petition and to work 
for defeat of the bill, if it should be 
included on the ballet.

FUND UNDER WAY 


Labor Council Sets Up Legal 
Defense Fund to Fight Off 


Court Injunctions 


Recently employers have had re- 
course to the courts for the pur- 
pose of obtaining injunctions 
against unions in the exercise of 
their lawful activities. The large 
number of injunctions recently is- 
sued in Alameda county has seri- 
ously interfered with the splendid 
progress in unionization. 

In fact, it because the labor 
movement has been functioning as 
it should that the employer has 
gone into court in an effort to hold 
injunctions 
issued in Alameda county have pro- 
hibited the Labor Journal from 
listing “unfair” firms in the “We 
Don't Patronize” list; have denied 
the right of peaceful picketing; 
and have prohibited union men 
from refusing to pass picket lines 
or handle “unfair” merchandise. 

It is obvious that unless the 
labor movement puts an end to 
these injunctions the outlook 
for labor will be indeed dark. 

To meet this abuse and this 
danger the Central Labor Council 
of Alameda county has authorized 
the establishment of a legal defense 
fund. This fund is to be raised by 
voluntary contributions of affiliat- 
ed unions, and will be used to 
assist in legal defense those labor 
organizations against whom  in- 
junctions are sought and in which 
the issues involved are such as to 
affect, not alone that union, but 
the entire labor movement. 

It is the intent of the council to 
make this a permanent fund with a 
reserve to call upon and be pre- 
pared in the future for any emer- 
gency when it arises, instead of 
trying to prepare for it after the 
case has arisen. 

If your union is not able to make 
an initial donation you may pledge 
yourself to a certain amount pay- 
able in installments. This appeal is 
important. Your support is urgent,

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Labor Standards Guarded in 


Government Contracts

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The benefits conferred on working men and women by cer- 
tain types of federal labor legislation are revealed in the report 
of the division of public contracts, U. S. department of labor, 
that “since the Walsh-Healey public contracts act went into 
effect September 28, 1936, 7,279 contracts valued at $409,385,- 
245 have been awarded to firms throughout the United States, 
and its territories, which have agreed to comply with its stipula- 
tions.” 

“During the week ended, April 21, 1938,” the report added, 
“12 government agencies reported 71 contracts valued at $2,- 
133,973 (of this amount $64,817 were for contracts of indefinite 
amounts based on last year’s purchases and which purchases are 
to be made if, when, and where needed) as compared with last 
week when 10 government agencies reported 76 contracts 
valued at $3,845,490. During this period the executive depart- 
ments reported 46 contracts valued at $1,626,002, the emer- 
gency organizations reported 21 contracts valued at $304,536, 
and the independent establishments reported four contracts 
valued at $203,434.” 

The Walsh-Healey act was passed by the congress of the 
United States in June, 1936. Its enactment had the complete 
support of the American Federation of Labor. The law provided 
that after September 28, 1936, all government specifications and 
contracts involving the purchase of $10,000 or more of supplies, 
or loans or grants, must contain provisions for paying the pre- 
vailing rate of wages to be determined by the secretary of labor, 
that employes of these contractors must not work more than 
eight hours in any day or 40 hours in any week, that boys under 
16 years of age and girls under 18 years of age must not be em- 
ployed and that all work must be done in sanitary buildings and 
decent surroundings. The law also prohibited the employment 
of convict labor. The measure does not apply to construction 
work. 

Employers who believe it is the inherent right under the con- 
stitution of the United States to impose long hours, low wages, 
and sweatshop conditions on labor generally, employ prison 
labor because it is cheaper than free labor, and coin into profits 
the labor of young people without restriction, put up a terrific 
fight against the passage of the Walsh-Healey bill. But a con- 
gress dominated by humanitarian ideas, backed up by the solid 
and unflinching influence of the American Federation of Labor 
and other progressive groups, made the bill the law of the land. 

Animated by a vindictive opposition to the decent labor stand- 
ards of the Walsh-Healey act, a number of large contractors, 
carried away by the unwarranted belief that they could whip the 
government into subserviency to their reactionary principles, 
undertook to prevent the administration of the act by refusing 
to bid for government work coming under its provisions. But 
finally the management of the steel industry, sensitive to the 
growing condemnation of public opinion, changed its policy of 
virulent opposition to the measure and finally applied the 40- 
hour basic work week. Other industries interested in govern- 
ment contracts bowed to the wisdom of the steel industry, and 
opposition to the measure gradually sank to the zero point. And 
now the department of labor reports that since the act went 
into effect on September 28, 1936, its labor provisions have been 
applied to firms awarded 7,279 contracts for products valued at 
$409,385,245. 

An examination of the list of commodities purchased under 
these contracts shows that they include many varied industries 
—food and kindred products, textiles and textile products, 
forest products, chemicals and allied products; asphalt, coal and 
petroleum products; stone, clay and glass products; iron, steel 
and their products; non-ferrous metals and their alloys; ma- 
chinery; electrical machinery, apparatus and supplies, and trans- 
portation equipment. 

A favorite and loudly voiced argument of the subversives 
who opposed the Walsh-Healey measure when it was before the 
congress of the United States was the statemerit that the applica- 
tion of its terms to government contracts would disrupt industry. 
But the law has been administered for eighteen months and 
every commodity purchased in contracts totaling nearly five 
hundred million dollars has been produced in plants applying the 
forty-hour week and eight-hour day, paying the prevailing 
rate of wages, without the use of convict labor or child labor, 
with the one exception of the cotton textile industry, where, 
temporarily, the employment of young people between the ages 
of 16 years and 18 years is permitted in certain circumstances. 


American Capital in China? 


Japan is planning, the story goes, to invite American capital 
to help develop China~when China is properly humbled and 
smashed. China has enormous coal fields, very good iron ore, 
and millions of acres of land capable of raising good crops of 
cotton. With American capital to install machinery, think what 
wonderful profits can be secured! 

The profits are there—provided Japan can deliver a control 
which will be called peace. Chinese and Japanese are accus- 
tomed to a standard of living that would be slow starvation for 
Americans. They can work in mass production industries as 
efficiently as our own workers—and are doing it, especially in 
textiles. What is commonly called the most effective loom in 
the world is a Japanese development of western looms; and a 
trained Japanese worker can tend 60 of them. Probably they 
could do as well as we on the assembly lines of an auto plant. 
And the raw materials, produced virtually in slavery if Japan 
wins this war, would be surpassing cheap. 

No one who has watched American capital at home, in Cuba 
and in Mexico would expect our high financiers to refuse to 
make money out of the cheapest and hardest driven labor; not 
even if his profits were built on the ruin of the industries at 
home. But there are several reasons why this bonanza is not 
likely to be realized; and the first of them is that Japanese con- 
quest of China seems to be running into great difficulties.

milk. 

The farmers were reported to

Bay Cotinties District Council of 
Carpenters are on record today for 
two-year working agreement with 
contractors in San Francisco, Ala- 
meda, San Mateo and Marin coun- 
ties.
